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We therefore anticipate a period 
which should enable us to weather the 
difficult times that must befall many 
kinds of small business “for the dura- 
tion.” (We copy that from the Brit- 
ish. Its a brief phrase, but with a 
clear meaning.) 

It is true that we have reduced the 
quality of paper in our magazine and 
we regret that necessity made this 
necessary for it has shown us one 
way that we make an extra large sav- 
ing over a years time. We regret this 
only because of the fact that too 
many collectors and dealers too are 
apt to judge a publication by its ap- 
pearance whereas that is certainly 
the wrong way to judge anything. For 
the collector, a publication should first 
be judged by the value and interest 
of its contents, to himself. For the 
dealer a publication should first be 
judged by the actual bona-fide circu- 
lation to paid subscribers. The dealer 
should know that if enough people 
fancy a publication to subscribe for it 
and read it to give it a circulation of 
from 13,000 to 15,000 or more copies 
per week, that the paper is one that 
will bring satisfactory returns on an 
advertising expenditure. It makes no 
difference what the paper looks like. 
Had we a circulation of only a few 
thousand copies per week, as some 
others, we could well afford to put 
more expense into the paper on which 
we print, but the cost of fine quality 
paper for a circulation such as we 
have, is prohibitive, with a low ad- 
vertising rate such as we are able to 
quote.

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How To Mount Your Stamps 


9 stood in the office of a large 
New York stamp dealer a 
year or so ago and watched 

\ a clerk working with the col- 
lection of a client. The col- 
lection was a U.S. Collection 

that the owner had, mounted in a 

Scott International Album and which 

he had apparently decided should be 

cleaned up and remounted in a new 
album. 

The method of mounting is one that 
might be followed with satisfaction 
by every collector for it has certain 
points about it which recommend it 
and which if followed by more col- 
lectors would go a long way toward 
saving many fine stamps from being 
thinned from peeling off “Peelable 
hinges.” 

Of course, practically all the hinges 
we see are offered as peelable hinges 
and true enough, they are peelable, 
but only from certain kinds of paper 
in certain instances. A hinge may peel 
readily from one kind of paper and 
not peel at all from another kind of 
paper and since stamps are made 
from all kinds of paper, and mostly 
from the kind of paper from which 
hinges will not peel readily, it is 
therefore necessary and desirable that 
care should be taken in removing the 
hinges and saving the stamp and the 
method of mounting which I hope to 
describe provides a substitute for the 
destructive hinge. 

Hinges will peel much more readily 
from a hard surfaced paper than from 
a soft paper. In the hard paper, the 
fibers are pressed together so closely 
that there are no loose ends sticking 
up for the gum of the hinge to take 
hold of and as a result the hinge will 
come loose, usually without taking 
part of the paper with it because the 
paper is hard, the gum adheres to the 
surface only and snaps loose rather 
than pulling away a bit of the surface 
of the paper. In soft paper, the fine 
filers in the paper stand up like a fine 
fuzz, the gum of the hinge takes hold 
of these fibers and when you try to 


remove the hinge, the fibers pull at 
the surface of the paper and break 
it, thus causing the hinge to thin the 
paper. 

Therefore, a method of mounting 
which will save your stamps and 
which at the same time has other ad- 
vantages should be of interest to 
every collector who takes care with 
his stamps. 

First you must obtain a quantity 
of sheets of a light weight bond or 
manifold paper. Preferably a 7, 8, 9 
or at the most not over a 10 pound 
paper. This paper should be of the 
very best quality, an almost wholly 
rag content hard paper, tough and 
thin. Next you take the stamp to be 
mounted, see that all of the paper or 
old hinges are removed from the back 
of the stamp and then mount the 
stamp in the usual manner on this 
thin paper. Next you take a pane of 
glass which makes a fine work top 
for using a sharp straight edge cut- 
ting tool and lay the mounted stamp 
on the glass and lay a straight edge 
over it with the line of the perfora- 
tions barely inside the line of the 
straight edge. Then trim the white 
paper along the edge of the stamp. 


Cut in this manner on all sides when 
you will have your stamp mounted on 
a perfect fitting thin white paper. 
Now all you need do is to mount this 
mounted stamp in your album. Place 
the hinge about in the center of the 
white paper which keeps it firmly in 
position so it will not flop around. 

The object of this method is that 
you mount your stamp but once. 
Whenever you wish to remove the 
stamp from the album to place in an- 
other book or for any other reason, 
you simply remove the stamp attached 
to the thin white paper, peel the hinge 
off of this thin white paper and 
mount it again wherever you choose 
with a new hinge. 

The original stamp mounted to the 
white paper will stay in place for 
years without any need for remount- 
ing and thus with no opportunity or 
chance for injuring the stamp by 
peeling hinges from it. 

A mint stamp once mounted in this 
manner may be transferred time after 
time and never a new hinge placed to 
the gum. 

Yes, this method takes time, it al- 
so takes patience but it provides you

Dominican Philatelic Agency 





According to a circular dated Sep- 
tember 1941, the Republic of Domini- 
ca will open a Philatelic Agency for 
the sale of its new issued stamps to 
stamp dealers. The address of the 
Agency is “Agencia Filatelica Domini- 
cana, Apartado Postal 352, Ciudad 
Trujillo, Republican Dominicana”. The 
circular reads as follows: 

“Aiming at the improvement of the 
philatelic service, the Dominican Gov- 
ernment decided to adapt a new sys- 
tem and to sell from now on, all new 
issues etc. to the philatelic world ex- 
clusively thru the Agencia Filatelica 
Dominicana, Apartado 352, Trujillo 
City, Dominican Republic. 

New issues are supplied at 10% 
over face value of the stamps plus 
postage. Orders will be filled only 
against advance payments made by 
bank drafts, drawn in favor of the 
Agencia Filatelica Dominicana. 

For the commodity of the sub- 
scribers to the new issue service, this 
Agency made arrangements with the 
local branch of the Royal Bank of 
Canada (Trujillo City) for the ac- 
ceptation of deposits or letters of 
credit, facilitating thus immediate re- 
mittance of all new issues as soon as 
they appear. 


This service is reserved for the 
philatelic trade only.” 


At the same time an announcement 
of a new set of air mails is made in 
another circular, the set is of 8 values 
all surcharged “Habilitado 1941” on 
stamps of other values. 10 on 15c, 
45,000 stamps; 16 on 30c, 8,000 
stamps; 35 on 15c, 10,000 stamps; 40 
on 30c, 7,000 stamps; 55 on 15c, 10,- 
000 stamps; 75 on 30c, 10,000 stamps; 
85 on 15c, 5,000 stamps and $1.10 on 
30c, 2,500 stamps. Total face $4.26.

A card canceled at “Timberline 
Lodge—Orego.” This P. O. is at the 
line between the timber and the ever- 
lasting snow, over 6000 feet above 
sea level.. Another card canceled 
“Project City—Calif.” This P. O. is 
at the site of the great Shasta Dam. 
A card from Mar. Det. Argentia, 
Newfoundland with double lined cir- 
cle enclosing “Passed by Naval Cen- 
sor” and a penciled initial. Also a 
card canceled “Marine Det. Trinidad” 
with a single line circle and same 

wording as above. Both cards have 
three killer bars at right of the date 
and location stamp. 

Here is an interesting cover from 
Egypt. It is from Alexandria, ad- 
dressed to New York and by Air Mail. 
In the upper left corner is typed the 
words “Language Used: -English”. 
The censor mark is handstamped in 
the same manner and apparently by 
the same method as the postmark is 
usully applied. This censor mark is a 
circle about the diameter of a 5c 
coin. In the center is another circle 
about 3/8 inch diameter and a large 
letter “M” is in the center. Between 
the two circles is an inscription in 
Egyptian characters at the top and at 
the bottom “Censorship Dept.” 

From Canada, a couple of interest- 
ing covers, one with the Victory V 
cancel which we illustrated some 
weeks ago and the other with the 
words “Enlist Now” in two lines at 
left and with British Flag at right in 
the long box comprising the Killer 
section of the cancellation. This is 
from Calgary. 

From South Africa, a cover with the 
new 8d blue South African war stamp, 
the cover is marked first day of is- 
sue and is postmarked August 5, 1941. 
The censor label is in both Dutch and 
English. This cover came through in 
thirty days.

Meter collectors will appreciate the 
meter slogan that comes on a cover 
from Denver, Colorado. It reads, “Col- 
orado—America’s Playground — Air 
Conditioned—by Nature.” 

It looks like Mariposa, Calif., must 
have dug up an old cancellation mark 
for certainly the one on a cover dated 
August 6, 1941 is far out of date. The 
date circle is double lined, large let- 
ters for town and state and with five 
killer bars across the stamp. 

The best has purposely been saved 
for last for this is an interesting 
cover. We have heard of the regula- 
tions regarding sending stamps out of 
Britain and here is a cover which 
tells its own story. 

The cover is from a London dealer, 
R. Roberts, addressed to Braintree, 
Mass. The cover bears the current 
244d blue British stamp, a hexagon 
shaped censor mark with crown at top, 
the word “PASSED” below the crown 
and “PER 34” at bottom, all hand- 
stamped in red. Cover is dated at Lon- 
don, 11th July, 41.

Not 
Dutiable. From R. Roberts, 430 
Strand, London, England. May be 
opened for Customs Purposes Before 
Delivery to the Addressee.” 

This latter handstamp has of 
course been in use for many years, 
but the one by the Association is the 
interesting mark and is in effect a 
part of the censorship.

in the case of mail clerks not to ex- 
ceed $500 per annum, and in the case 
of assistant mail clerks not to ex- 
ceed $300 per annum, as may be de- 
termined and allowed by the War 
Department.” 

A pamphlet of instructions is being 
prepared for the guidance of Army 
mail clerks and assistant Army mail 
clerks and postmasters concerned, but 
it will not be completed and ready for 
distribution for possibly several 
weeks. In the meantime, some Army 
mail clerks or assistant Army mail 
clerks may be appointed, in which 
event the postmasters involved may 
permit them to operate under instruc- 
tions generally applicable to contract 
station clerks.

Same Watermark For 
Three Countries 





The 1914 and 1921 issues of Li- 
beria on paper watermarked crosses 
and circles were printed in Germany 
by the Imperial German Printing Of- 
fice at Berlin which used this paper 
for the stamps of Wurttemberg. The 
same office printed the Dominican 
Republic series of 1907, and used 
the same paper. The late appearance 
of the 1921 Liberia series was caused 
by the British capturing the stamp 
supplies at outbreak of the first 
World War and declining to release 
it to the little African republic until 
long after hostilities were over. The 
2c and 3c issued in 1914 were part 
of this set, the only ones to escape 
capture. The British: retention of the 
issue and wartime economies of the 
financially-stricken country forced 
the Liberians to resort to the nu- 
merous overprints with their multi- 
tude of errors once the curse and 
since the pleasure of many collec- 
tors. British stubbornness to help 
their little ally caused the flood.

New South Africa War Stamp 





From Mrs. Madge Stephens of Jo- 
hannesburg, South Africa we have 
specimens of the newest of the South 
African War stamps. 

There is an oblong 3 penny blue, a 
stamp of the size and format of the 
many U. S. Commemoratives. This 
stamp pictures a woman Army officer 
in a circle in the center of the stamp 
and who wouldn’t want to join the 
army with such an officer? 

At the sides is shown other activi- 
ties of the women of South Africa as 
Airplane mechanics, Ambulance 
Drivers, Munitions workers, etc. 

This stamp is only one of a series 
of eight new War stamps that the 
Union will issue. The other values 
which will appear about every two 
weeks will be the infantry, 2d; the 
nursing service, 1d; the air forces, 1%- 
d; seaward defense, 2d; artillery, 4d; 
war production 6d and the mecha- 
nized units, lsh. 

Mrs. Stephens sent also copies of 
the new 4d which is a beautiful stamp 
with the long snout of a big gun 
rearing up in the middle of the stamp 
which is printed in a very pleasing 
shade of brown. This is of the usual 
small size regular stamp format. 

The stamps are all printed in the 
usual manner, one in English and one 
in Dutch, alternating in the sheet, so 
that bi-lingual pairs may be had. 

These stamps are designed and 
printed by the Government Reprint- 
ing Works in South Africa. 

Another piece from Mrs. Stephens 
altho not a stamp will interest col- 
lectors who find it on covers from 
this distant land. This is a special 
war label which sells at 1d each, 
printed on yellow paper, green ink 
and rouletted in the sheet. The value, 
“1d” is in all four corners, a circle 
in the center, with colorless letters 
surrounds the picture of Mrs. Smuts, 
wife of the Prime Minister of South 
Africa. Mrs. Smuts is referred to as 
“Ouma” this being Dutch for “Grand- 
ma.” She is president of the South 
African Gifts & Comforts Organiza- 
tion. The initials “S. A. G. & C.” 
are in the circle above her head 
while “S. A. G. & G.” are in the 
circle below her head. Probably being 
the English and the Dutch Initials 
for “South African Gifts & Com- 











forts.”

The first stamps from Ethiopia, 
since Haile Selassie’s return have been 
received in New York. These were 
printed in Switzerland, as the paper 
used has the same characteristics, 
namely silk threads, which feature 
Swiss paper. The stamps are for the 
benefit of the Red Cross. 





Many of the South and Latin Amer- 
ican countries which usually have 
their stamps printed in England, are 
forced to take limited issues against 
their will, as the English paper stocks 
are insufficient to meet the needs.
